Nixon won’t comply; 
court showdown nears 


Death toll now 1,000 
in Mexican quake 


WASHINGTON (U PI)—Special prosecutor Archibald Cox won the tirst 
battle Wedneday in his efforts to obtain President Nixon’s secret Watergate 
tape recordings, moving the case a step closer toward an historic showdown 
in the Supreme Court. 
Chief U.S. District Court Judge John J. Sirica ruled that Nixon should 
produce the tapes for Sirica to inspect privately so the judge can determine 
whether they should be turned over to the Watergate grand jury. 


The Western White House said Nixon would not comply with the order and 
that presidential lawyers were considering an appeal “or how otherwise to 
sustain the President’s position.’’ Sirica gave Nixon five days to appeal. 
The White House noted without elucidation that one course open to the 
President would be to ignore the order. 
Through this legal strategy the President would in effect be inviting a 
contempt citation which could lead to a Supreme Court decision on the 
separation of powers without specifically involving release of the tapes. 


Cox said he was “ naturally very pleased” with the ruling. Sen. Sam J. 
Ervin Jr., D-N.C., chairman of the Senate Watergate committee which is 
pursuing its own suit, to get the tapes, said it was “a great victory in the 
search for truth.” 
In quick developments in District Court Wednesday: 
—A team of seven White House lawyers replied to the committee by 
saying the senators were overstepping their authority by conducting “ in 
fact, a criminal investigation and trial,” and that releasing the tapes would 
interfere with the President’s confidentiality with his advisers. 
—Seeking to speed up the proceedings, the Senate committee filed a 79- 
page document seeking a summary judgment ordering Nixon to produce the 
tapes. “There is evidence that, if believed, “ would tend to implicate the 
defendant President in criminal conduct,” the committee said. 
Sirica’s ruling was the first major step in an historic test of presidential 
powers and represented a sharp defeat for Nixon. White House lawyers 
argued the President is beyond the reach of the courts.

hearings had turned into “a criminal 
investigation and trial.’’ 
This came less than three hours 
before Judge John J. Sirica issued 
an order directing the White House 
to turn over the tape recordings in 
dispute to him so he could determine 
which portions should be heard by 
the Watergate grand jury.

simply ignored, at least for the time 
being, rather than quickly appealed. 
Two of the principals in the

Said by Committee Chairman E. 
C. Stevens, Lompoc’s Mayor, to 
accent the city’s unique alleys, the 
first plans will have to be approved 
— and paid for — by the City Council 
which will consider the matter at 
their September 4 meeting. 


Uniting 
downtown 
merchants 
behind a viable assessment district 
remained the committee’s most 
critical goal last night. Once legally 
formed, such a district could collect 
from encompassed merchants for 
the 
costs 
of 
needed 
mutual 
improvements 
such 
as 
street- 
scaping or off street parking. But 40 
per cent of those included within a 
proposed assessment district could 
legally prevent its formation 


Pairing Lompoc’s core area down 
to the most favorable perimeters, 
both for the formation of such a 
district and merchant benefit from 
It, the committee settled on a 
roughly wedge-shaped hunk of the 
city core area fanning out from the 
Chestnut 
and 
North 
H 
Street 
intersection to include two blocks on 


either side of H Street along Ocean 
Avenue, the 1(K) blocks of North and 
South I Street and East and West 
Walnut 
Avenue 
and

Street 
reaching back to Cypress Avenue 
This

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Post: Reagan tax plan'unsound' 


SACRAMENTO (U P I) — Veteran Legislative Analyst A. 
Alan Post has denounced Gov. Ronald Reagan's tax ceiling 
plan as “ a terrible thing" that “ will do nothing good tor the 
state of California” 
The normally mild mannered Post also has angrily 
protested “ I don t think it’s fair'' for Reagan to accuse him 
of “ deliberately distorting'' the facts in preparing an 
official voters' handbook analysis of the initiative. 
In fact, Post told an unusually bitter hearing of the 
Assembly Ways and Means Committee Wednesday, “ I 
don’t think they're being objective They don t want to get 
at the real issues.” 
Post said the “ real issues” were what impact the 
initiative would have on government services if it is 
approved by voters at a special statewide election Nov. 6. 
The legislature’s nonpartisan fiscal adviser assailed the 
ballot proposition as “ fundamentally unsound and un­ 
reasonable” and added: 
“ This is a terrible thing. It is a hodgepodge, poorly 
drafted, ill conceived thing to put in the state constitution. 
It will do nothing good for the state of California.” 
He contended it would force a $620 million cutback in 
state spending during the next fiscal year, compared to 
what otherwise would be appropriated, and this would 
increase to nearly $1.4 billion by the 1977-78 fiscal year. 
This was fiercely disputed by chief deputy state finance 
director Kenneth F. Hall. But Hall said the Reagan 
administration would not have its own figures until Oct. 1. 
“ It is very easy to criticize someone else’s analysis if you 
haven’t made one yourself,” snapped a Republican 
committee member. Assemblyman Gordon Duffy of 
Hanford. 
In anticipation of the tax limit plan being approved, Post 
recommended $786 million in potential state spending cuts 
he said should not be made “ under normal circumstances.” 
The cuts involved such things as slashing compensatory 
and early childhood education by $122 million, charging $100 
tuitions at community colleges, forcing local governments 
to take over major road building and highway patrol 
functions, eliminating $8 million in state support for county 


fairs, abolishing renter tax breaks and reducing senior 
citizen property tax exemptions. 
Post said 25 per cent of current state services either 
would have to be scrapped, shifted to local governments or 
turned over to the private sector. 
It clearly was Post's day in court after having been at­ 
tacked by Reagan Tuesday as a political puppet for 
Assembly 
Speaker 
Bob Moretti. 
I)-Van Nuys, the 
initiative’s most outspoken critic. 
The administration's campaign to discredit Post's objec­ 
tivity was renewed at the hearing when Hall, referring to 
the disputed voters' handbook analysis, said: 
“ It is not objective; it is not forthright; it is not clear; but 
it is instead misleading, distorted, biased, and is not 
bef itting the office of the legislative analyst.” 
“ I didn t come here to listen to that kind of crap from you 
or anyone else,” snapped Assemblyman John Vasconcellos, 
D-San Jose. 


Republican Assemblyman John L.E. i Bud i Collier of Los 
Angeles said that “ as a brother Elk” and a longtime 
legislative cohort he knew Post’s “ integrity is beyond 
reproach.”

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'Faith healing' 
parents arrested 


SAN BEHNAHDINO, Calif. (U P I) — Lawrence I’arker 
and his wife, whose 11-year-old son died after they decided 
his 
diabetes 
had 
been 
miraculously 
cured 
by 
a 
fundamentalist faith healer, showed little emotion when 
they were arrested on charges of manslaughter. 
“ They expressed no reaction one way or another,” said 
Edward Burke, assistant police chief at Barstow, where the 
Parkers were arrested at their home Wednesday. 
“ They are very unemotional people,” he said. 
Parker, .14, an unemployed NASA tracking station 
worker, and his wife,'Alice, 29, were both charged with 
involuntary manslaughter and endangering the health of a 
child for the (Jeath of their son, Wesley. 
After the boy was declared “ cured” by a faith healer's 
“ laying on of hands,” the I’arkers said they threw out his 
insulin supply, which doctors say is vital to diabetics. 
At one point in his coma, Wesley muttered the word 
“ we,” which i^arker .said showed that “ diabetes is caused 
by two devils.” He refused to allow insulin because it would 
bring the devils back, he said. 
Wesley died three days after the faith healing. A 
coroner’s report Wednesday confirmed he died of lack of 
insulin. 
The Parkers and about 200 fellow believers subsequently 
clapped, chanted and sang for hours in a funeral home, 
commanding W'esley to rise from his casket. Although 
Wesley was buried, Parker has clung to his belief that his 
son will be resurrected soon, saying “ God is letting things 
go this far so he can receive the most glory from this when 
Wesley comes back. ” 
The Parkers could be sentenced to up to 2.5 years in prison 
if convicted on both charges.

(Editor's Note: This is 
the second and last ot a two- 
part series on the press in 
Mexico authored by Steve 
LaRue, Record staff writer, 
who 
recently spent two 
weeks South of the Borden 
By STEVE LA RUE 
Staff writer 
It was like a city room in 
any newspaper in the U S.A. 
— half 
the desks were 
vacant, reporters caucused 
closely at others, several 
people 
were 
anxiously 
waiting tor something and 
there was no one to greet 
them. 
But it was the city room 
of El Universal, the oldest 
newspaper 
in 
Mexico, 
founded in 1816, still without 
color, unlike the arresting, 
more modern dailies, and 
tending to lean to the right 
when it tends to lean at all 
Behind his desk in an 
adjoining office sat Senor 
Ariel Ramos, the third most 
powerful 
editor 
in 
the 
paper’s hierarchy, warmly 
poised to field questions. An 
unannounced American had 
just sauntered in off the 
street and been granted an 
instant interview. 
The point blank questions 
first: Is the Mexican press 
really free? 
“ If the question is what 
type 
of 
investigative 
freedom does the Mexican 
press have to investigate 
government, 
complete 
freedom,” Ramos shot back 
earnestly, without mulling 
it 
over. 
The 
Mexican 
newspaper, 
with 
the 
exception of the political 
party 
organs. 
Acción 
Nacional and La República, 
are “ completely free,” he 
added, as are the “ serious 
magazines” like “ Siempre ” 
(Always), which tends to 
the left, and “ Por Que?” 
(Why). which, he said, tends 
to the right. 
“ The difference between 
the U.S. 
press and the 
Mexican press is that here 
Mexican 
papers 
do 
not 
espouse political causes or 
represent interest groups, 
with the exception of the 
party organs,” the editor 
elaborated. Mexican papers 
like the Universal do have 
editorial pages and advance 
opinions, he said, but the 
primary 
interest of 
the 
paper is the publication of 
only 
the 
facts 
without 
ideological bias. American 
papers, he contrasted, are 
more subject to the woos of 
political 
parties 
than 
Mexico’s independents. 
Few Mexicans, in this 
reporter’s 
experience 
at 


least, will name Mexico's 
oldest paper as one of its 
best 
But the Universal, 
with 
admittedly 
old 
equipment and a traditional 
bent 
against ever 
using 
color on the news pages, 
continues as one of the 
country's powerful, secure 
dailies 
“ We fill a newspaper with 
news, not colors,” Ramos 
proclaimed. 
The Universal has 100 
reporters in Mexico City 
alone, 
plus 
some 
516 
stationed 
elsewhere 
in 
Mexico and the world, all 
paid on a government .scale 
Ramos avoided discussing. 
The morning daily receives 
AP. UPI and the Spanish 
wire service EF'E, all in 
Spanish, 
circulates 
an 
honest 250,000, and, Ramos 
said, 
joins 
with 
other 
Mexican papers in printing 
and 
investigating 
news 
about the central Mexican 
government 
on 
a 
daily 
basis. Even the Los Angeles 
Times 
and 
New 
York 
Times, he pointed out, don’t 
have color. 
To demonstrate that the 
investigate power of the 
Mexican 
press 
is 
comparable to that of the 
American 
press, 
Ramos 
retold the Universal’s latest 
scoop, a story that appeared 
two weeks ago and exposed 
a 
crooked 
ring 
of 
government officials in the 
north who were hoarding or 
investing 
government 
money intended to aid three 
million indigent laborers. 
Only the Universal broke 
the story, he said, and as a 
direct 
result 
Mexican 
President 
Echeverria 
dispatched auditors to the 
state to investigate. 
There has never. Ramos 
said, 
been a 
Mexican 
Watergate, printed 
or 
unprinted. When asked how 
he could be completely sure 
of this, he answered that if 
there had been one, the 
Mexican press surely would 
have exposed it. None has 
been 
printed, 
he 
said, 
therefore 
none 
has 
occurred. 
“ The 
Mexican 
press 
admires the capacity and 
the professional capabilities 
of the American press,” 
Ramos 
expanded. 
“ The 
Watergate is a matter of 
great interest to Mexican 
newsmen because it is the 
first 
time in which an 
American 
president 
has 
been involved in a case this 
grave. 
“ Mr. Nixon has never 
been popular here. It’s a 


curious thing FTrst of all, 
he was the one who ran 
against 
President 
Jack 
Kennedy and Kennedy was a 
person with great public 
appeal in Mexico. Also, we 
know that 
Nixon comes 
from the Republican party 
and Mexicans feel that this 
political party represents a 
wealthy 
minority 
in 
America with holdings on 
Wall Street Mexicans are 
more 
interested 
in 
the 
people and popular causes. 
We 
have 
never 
liked 
Nixon.” 
There have been frequent 
and 
current 
Watergate 
stories in the Universal, 
Ramos said, as well as 
running 
wire 
service 
accounts in most of the 
other Mexican dailies. Nor 
did the Universal balk at 
printing 
the 
Pentagon 
Papers, he said. 
Closer to home, though, 
Mexicans not connected to 
the 
newspaper 
industry, 
those of them who can read, 
will 
sometimes 
reveal 
doubts about the democratic 
fidelity of the Universal. 
“ It 
deals 
most 
with 
economic problems of great 
interest to business, and 
very little with ‘el pueblo’ — 
with the people,” said one 
bookstore 
owner 
who 
requested 
not 
to 
be 
identified. 
In that day’s edition of the 
Universal, “ The Newspaper 
of 
Controversy” 
carried 
three front page stories 
about 
inflation. 
Of 
the 
handful of other stories 
originating in Mexico, one 
revealed that most tourists 
like the ancient monuments, 
another told that Mexico 
really doesn’t have a lax 
tourist 
season 
and 
still 
another 
disclosed 
that 
Mexican industrialization is 
progressing. 
But, to be fair, this was 
only one edition and, even 
here, 
in 
a 
paper 
that 
characterizes 
itself 
as 
“ traditional, ” an editorial 
page 
column 
was 
bold 
enough to proclaim, with 
some basis in fact, that the 
Mexican Revolution, that 
spilled so much blood from 
1910-1917 still hasn’t yielded 
effective land reform. Other 
columns regularly carried 
in El Universal, 
Ramos 
said, were written by pro­ 
left and pro-right writers 
and 
even 
priests. 
The 
Mexican 
people 
have 
confidence in their press, 
Ramos said, and they have 
reason to. 
“ It’s hard to say what the 
people think,” the bookstore 


owner signed Newspapers 
here aren’t well circulated 
in 
comparison 
to 
the 
population, he added, and 
most that do read them still 
don’t 
demonstrate 
great 
political curiosity. 
What we can say for 
certain about the Mexican 
press, after a glimpse of 
only two weeks, is that it’s 
prolific and savors of every 
taste, 
from 
El 
Sol’s 
spectacular front page color 
shots 
of 
the 
skylab 
astronauts 
in 
space, 
to 
Ovaciones’ captured instant 
of sports triumphs; from 
the Presna’s most tawdry 
sensationalism 
to 
the 
Excelsior’s quest for facts, 
in black and white, followed 
in the public eye by El 
Universal and other still 
“ serious ” papers. 
Like Mexico itself, the 
capital’s news stands are a 
colorful chaos of sensations, 
statements and emotion. 
Making sense of it all is up 
to you.

DEAR POLLY — I hope I have help for Ann. My son’s 
grave has a bronze m arker and I used a bronze cleaner, 
steel wool and my scrub brush on it. I put this on four differ­ 
ent times and each time would wipe off the old and put on 
new until 1 got it looking like new. Hot water was poured 
over it to remove the cleaner. It was then wiped dry and I 
sprayed it with clear enamel. Now the marker shines and 
looks like new. — RUTH 


DEAR GIRLS — Any clear protective coating will eventu­ 
ally wear off, quicker in some climates (such as near the 
water) than in others and will have to be renewed. A very 
knowledgeable person in this business told me that bronze 
will oxidize and turn green (which by the way prevents rust­ 
ing) but people in that field feel this is a desirable look, just 
as the weathered finish on old sUtues, and say not to fight 
it. His suggestion was to leave the background of the marker 
as is but to brighten the letters, numbers and any ornamen­ 
tation or border. Soak a rag in lacquer thinner, squeeze out 
and use this to remove old lacquer from the places to be pol­ 
ished. If any old lacquer remains, it is a losing battle to try 
to polish it. Wrap em ery cloth (bought at the hardware 
store) around a block of wood like an old chalkboard eraser 
and rub the parts to be cleaned, always going in the same 
direction because faint lines are bound to show after this. 
Rubbing in a horizontal direction is preferable for bringing 
back a bright satin finish. Go over cleaned part with the 
thinner rag to remove any dust and do not touch before 
spraying with clear lacquer or enamel. — POLLY

Life of a Lompoc prospector

paradoxical statem ent like 
“ gold is where you find it." 
Really that doesn't tell one 
much. 
But 
according 
to 
part- 
t i m e 
s o u r d o u g h 
B ob 
Berkey, 51812 North C St., 
one doesn't need to know 
much to find gold. I t’s m ore 
luck than skill. 
“ An a m ate u r may find a 
whopping big nugget where 
an experienced prospector 
would 
never 
look,” 
he 
asserts. 
Berkey began dry panning 
for gold 
in Arizona four 
years ago. Now he wet pans 
up 
in 
the 
Mother 
Lode 
country when he can take a 
week or m ore off from his 
job as a quality control 
inspector 
of 
M inuteman 
missiles on Vandenberg Air 
Force Base. For him, gold 
prospecting is a hobby. 
“ If you plan full 
tim e 
(panning) you better expect 
some hardships," he said. 


F or exam ple, Berkey and 
his two “ p artn ers” recently 
spent 13 days dredging for 
gold on the bottom of a 
river. They worked eight 
hours a day. He doubts they 
extracted $150 worth of gold 
between them. 


This discouraging take is 
low not because the gold in 
California hills and stre a m s 
has been depleted. In fact, 
geologists estim ate that just 
ten per cent of it has been 
rem oved since the 1849 Gold 
Rush, Berkey explained. 


“ It's just that the surface 
gold is gone.” 


Now all over California, 
gold 
fever 
has 
becom e 
epidemic. 
Prospectors 
— 
tinhorn and pro — have been 
turned on by international 
gold prices of up to $128 an 
ounce earlier this sum m er. 
The U.S. Governm ent still 
buys gold for around $38 an 
ounce here, but people with 
gold 
licenses 
(jew elers, 
dentists, 
and 
electronic 
c o m p a n ie s ) 
pay 
m u ch 
better, said Berkey. 


M other Lode stre a m s are 
being panned by weekend 
sourdoughs; old gold m ines 
are being sold and reopened. 
The Gold Rush is on. 


PART-TIM E GOLD prospector Bob Berkey displays his 
gear-a dredge, sluice, and hose.

One wanting to get into 
gold prospecting can pay as 
little as $5 for equipm ent 
(gold pan, screw driver, and 


h am m er) or as m uch as 
$87,000 for a dredge. Berkey 
paid $300 for his gear, which 
includes a dredge, sluice 
box. and hose. 


With 
this 
equ ipm en t, 
Berkey prospects for placer 
gold, 
gold 
found 
under 
w ater. A dredge sucks the 
river bottom s like a vacuum 
cleaner and sep arates the 
dirt and rocks from the gold 
flakes and nuggets, if any is 
there to begin with. 


A second type of gold is 
lode gold, which has to be 
dug out of the ground. This 
involves buying an old mine, 
or 
staking 
a 
claim 
on 


governm ent 
land. 
Mining 
involves 
m ore 
skill 
than 
luck as opposed to panning. 


Among old California gold 
m ines that have started up 
again, the Brown B ar Mine 
in

m a g a z i n e s ,

“ I don't ca re if I ever 
m ake one penny at it. I go 
because its just beautiful up 
th e re ,” he com m ented. 
He prospects 2,800 feet 
down in a canyon w here the 
w ater is “ crystal clear and 
you can drink it whenever 
you want, and it has trout in 
it.” T h a t's gold enough for 
him.

BALTIMORE - (NEA) - 
Harry the Horse’s fatal heart 
attack came at the only 
place poetic justice would 
allow—the track. 
Harry was getting a $50 
bet down at Pimlico on open­ 
ing day when he keeled over. 
It was just the way Damon 
Runyon would have written 
it. 
They took care of each 
other that way. Harry pro­ 
vided the situations and the 
dialogue and Runyon wove 
them into mythic celebra­ 
tions of the fast life of 
horses, booze, broads and 
heists. 
Because of Runyon’s pen, 
the man who was born Ben­ 
jamin Caplan 69 years ago 
in Philadelphia will be re­ 
membered as 
Harry the 
Horse or Eddie Burke or 
Horsethief. 
He never actually stole a 
horse, Runyon once wrote, 
“ but it is the consensus of 
public opinion from coast to 
coast he may steal one if the 
opportunity presents itself.” 
Harry always insisted he 
got the name Horsethief, as 
he got so many other things, 
by chance. “ One day I just 
pick up this piece of rope,” 
he used to say. “ Then I look 
around. It’s got a horse on 
it.” 
The enticing thing about 
race tracks was that they 
had horses on them, too, as 
well as people with money 
to bet and more money to 
spend to find out which 
horses to bet on. 
The fastest animal in the 
world is not a race horse, 
Harry discovered after mov­ 
ing to Baltimore as a kid. 
The fastest animal in the 
world is a guy going to cash 
a winning ticket at the track. 
Harry started promising 
bettors big scores in a tip 
sheet he sold at Pimlico, 
Saratoga and Hialeah. He 
signed it “ Ex-jockey Eddie” 
although, he admitted later, 
“ I never been on a horse in 
my life.” 
The name Eddie 
stuck 
after the 1927 season at Hia­ 
leah. “This guy comes along 
and I lay him real good with 
a winner,” Harry recalled. 
"He comes back and says, 
‘Eddie, my boy, you’re my 
boy.’ ” 
Harry met Damon Runyon 
at Hialeah the same year 
and, with the speed of Cita­ 
tion, became chauffeur, va­ 
let, handyman and turf ad-

limited source of unlikely 
dialogue, for the newspaper 
columnist and short story 
writer.

Once Harry heard a crony 
boast that his girl friend had 
an appetite that would have 
done Humphrey Pennyworth 
proud. Harrv called Runyon 
in New York, borrowed $10,- 
000 from him and set up a 
pie-eating contest between 
the girl and a guy he called 
“a member of the Boston 
mob.” 
Several pies into the con­ 
test, the girl told Harry she 
could eat no more. Harry 


looked at her plate and at 
the 
mobster’s plate. 
The 
mob guy had more left than 
she did, Harry decided. 
“ So I whispered to her to 
take one more big bite and 
then ask for another pie. The 
guy keeled over.” 
Harry the Horse was the 
most quotable character in 
the history of racing, but 
when cancer killed Damon 
Runyon in 1945, the number 
of sympathetic ears he could 
find diminished greatly. 
No longer did people con­ 
sider him a lovable guy 
with a tomato face and a new 
dodge every day. For all his 
theatrical ability, he was 
still a tout, and since the 
Maryland 
tracks consider 
that an unworthy profession, 
they ruled Harry off their 
turf in the late 1940s.

But the legend of Harry 
the Horse continued to grow. 
The rabbi who spoke at his 
funeral on a day when the 
weather was cloudy and the 
track was slow said some 
men are like that. They are 
born to have their stories 
passed down through the 
ages. 
Harry had refused to be­ 
lieve anything of the sort for 
years. He used to look at the 
gold pocket watch Runyon 
had given him and say, 
“ When Damon died, I died 
with him.”

The general fund balances had a record 
breaking total of $5.4 million, a “reducing 
influence ’ of 77 cents alone on the tax 
rate. Floyd claims that new accounting

techniques in his office were the main 
factor in learning of the record-breaking 
general fund balances. 
The news is certainly going to be 
welcome to a number of Lompoc Valley 
property owners. It was this year that the 
County assesor swept through the Valley 
and reassessed properties right and left. 
Many believed that the property tax rebate 
promised through State tax reform would 
be immediately erased by the action of the 
assessor. And now comes the good news 
that the 82 cent reduction will certainly go 
a long ways toward offsetting to a great 
extent, if not entirely, most of the large 
increases in assessments this year. It is 
downright conceivable that this year will 
go down in history, for awhile at least, as 
the year Santa Barbara County property 
owners paid less tax.

connection It got a fresh coat of 


black enamel every Spring and the 
engine block was removed to scrape 
out the carbon. Every owner knew 
bow to do that. As to what really 
made it run nobody, I think, ever 
figured it out. There was a thing 
called a coil box under the dash 
which you could take out and shake, 
if the timing was wrong; or you 
could drop a camphor ball into the 
gasoline tank. Some people thought 
that was a good idea.

Should or should not the commission 
issue a conditional use perm it for 
Sam Fox to convert the motel units 
to apartm ents and in the process 
spend about $30,000 according to his 
estim ate? 
Commissioner George Barnes led 
the fight against granting the perm it 
and the question went unresolved on 
a 3-3 vote. The question will be 
considered again at a meeting on 
Sept. 10, but no more testimony will 
be taken. 
If the six commissioners who 
were 
present 
m aintain 
their 
positions, the vote will be the same. 
Commissioner Robert Kranig who 
was absent will be unable to break 
the tie even if he’s present because 
he was not on hand for the public 
hearing 
B a rn e s 
c h a lle n g e d 
F o x 's 
contention that he could bring the 
motel 
units 
up 
to 
reasonable 
standards as apartm ents on the 
b u d g e t 
he 
p ro p o s e d . 
T he 
rehabilitation sum of $30,000 would

B arnes 
said 
Fox

succeed, and that it would probably

Barnes 
principal complaint was against the 
development of apartm ents in the 
area’s Convenience Center (CC) 
zoning. He was also concerned about 
the age of the old structures 


The property is located at 820 E. 
Ocean Ave. That’s on the south side 
of Ocean just east of a ,defunct 
service station that is located on the 
southeast corner of Ocean Avenue 
and A Street. 
It is interesting to note that Fox 
himself once owned the service 
station property, before the present 
owner who incidentally came from 
Los Angeles to oppose the Dixie 
conversion. 
Some 
tim e 
ago 
now 
the 
commission got into some involved 
discussion 
on 
the 
question 
of 
convenience center zones (several 
exist in the city) and in particular 
whether the CC should be designated 
for the intersection of Ocean and A. 
There has been feeling for example 
that the area should be redefined in 
the process of taking a new look at 
segments on all four sides of the 
intersection. 
For a brief moment last Monday. I 
thought the commissioners were 
going to get into the question, again, 
but that didn't happen except for a 
sidelong glance at the extent of the 
CC there, stretching from Ocean on 
the north to Cypress on the south 
and about 380 feet easterly if my 
information is correct
